W'c  hojie  they  did  not  iiili  iiHotinUii  niisrep- 
reseiit  this  body,  or  a  m  ijority  of  its  nieni- 
liers.  Charity  would  induce  iis  to  ho|H‘, 
that  tlie  highly  excited  stato  of  their  feelings 
K-d  them  to  lielieve  there  was  jmme  fomula- 
I  ion  for  those  eharge.s,  at  least  some  of  llieiu  ; 
and  we  therefore  wish  coiilinnally  to  exer¬ 
cise  towards  them  that  spirit  ol'  forheuriuiee, 
liMig-sulli'ring,  and  forgiveness,  which  the 
gospel  ol' Christ  our  fsaviuiir  so  strongly  in¬ 
culcates.  SSo  far  as  they  Ibllow  in  the  foot¬ 
steps  oi'  .li'sus — so  far  as  they  imliihe  and 
manifest  his  spirit — so  fur  as  they  pursue

But  in  the  ineornpolonpy  of  ministers 
t )  niach,  tve  often  lind  tlio  fomineijpoment  of 
fillin;;  aw, ay  in  tlie  phurrhes  and  societies,  while 
too  frequently  this  inpompeleiipy  in  ministers  is 
directly  chargeable  to  the  societies  tliemselves.

They  have  aime  I  to  pull  down 
error,  without  a  corresponding  eff  >i  t  to  o-tahli.-li 
and  liiiild  up  the  truth — so  much  so,  that  one 
wotihl  oftro  be  almost  led  to  inter  that  the  flos. 
jx'l  ministry  consisted  only  iti  di’inolisliing  tlie 
iahrica  of  re.il  or  suppospri  mistake.  Bv  this 
course,  minister*  have  not  Imeii  su  -cessful  in  in. 
spiring  thoir  lionrers  with  a  lorr  tor  the  (lospcI. 
hut  too  often  with  only  a  hatred  fur  what  lliev 
perhaps  very  justly  esteem  error.  When  this 
avork  is  done,  the  message  is  delivi’rcd  ;  and  hv 
this  tune,  as  the  p.astor,  from  the  leanness  of  his 
support,  enjoys  hut  little  opportunity  (or  study 
and  improvement,  the  siM’ielv  hcgiiis  to  fill  oft’ 
liecause  the  proper  ties  to  unite  them  are  kept 
out  of  sight,  or  they  hegiii  to  talk  of  employing 
another  proaidicr.  It  is  a  duty  to  contrast  truth

hle  iiiiioii.  Snell  an  union  seems  now  e.-tah|ish- 
ej,  and  is  devehipuig  its  desirahl.'  fruits  and 
lasting  advantages,  to  every  ohserving  admirer 
of  tho  religion  of  tlio  Saviour,  ri've  iled  in  tlie 
nnhoimileil  love  of  the  I'teriial.  A  laiid.alile 
zeal — a  7e.il  which  is  according  t.>  kiiowledge, 
h.is  very  extensively  prevaih’il  in  our  Hocietii's.

Then  did  Ihe  miillitiide  ninrmr.r  agaiimt 
tlieir  Gml ;  mid  ihcir  iiiurmiir.-  sounded  like  the  w  imi.s 
among  Ihe  fiire.-t  Irei-s.  ,\ncl  llieii  there  came  a  cry,  a 
shout,  ns  though  the  enemy  liiid  come;  one  hud  found  a 
crust  ofhrend,unil  the  miihitiiilesetupriii  him, and  snalcli- 
ed  it  from  his  hand,  nnd  lliey  lossr-d  it  to  and  fro  among 
ihein  t  Olid  then  one  more  strong  lluin  his  fellow.-,  :_.-ized 
it  Hiid  riishml  out  IVoiii  among  Iheiii,  and  llieu  n  learfiil 
cry  arose,  us  of  a  lioiii*ss  rolibi-d  of  her  wht*Ips,  And  he 
wiis  sei’zrti,  mid  Is-al  dow  n,  and  iiiangimt,  und  lliey  lore 
his  bleeding  limbs  from  his  bmly,  llic  mii.-rlessiriiining 
nnd  writhing  even  after  separation.  And  Hunt  a  tlioitglit 
struck  his  murderers,  which  famine  suggested,  and  tliey 
giitiwcd  Ihe  mutilated  liody,  even  w  hile  the  death-throe 
was  U|Min  it.  Then  rliil  I  kneel  down,  and  prnyeil  that 
power  iiiighi  he  given  me  to  bring  ilowii  the  hanghliiie.s.s 
ofllie  aftiiienl,  and  make  die  rich  and  poor  change  places 
in  tlie  world:  and  mv  prayer  was  grunted.  I  went  up 
into  the  dwellings  ol*  Ihe  rich,  mid  iH’fore  me  their  fiioil 
vimislied  :  the  red  wine  in  the  goblets  dried  up ;  tla-  splen¬ 
did  piiiiices  fell  uw  ny  tind  mingled  with  the  dust,  and  their 
protid  owners  sal  down  on  the  ruins,  covered  with  rugs 
tiinl  tilthiness-,  and  lliey  begged  ofihe  passers  by,  in  tlieir 
poverty.

And  then,  how  can  n  woman  uurk 
to  liny  piirposr*,  vvliuse  dioiighls  tire  |iiil  in  confusion  eve¬ 
ry  minute  by  such  onsets  >  Atnl  tlien  liir  family  gwveni- 
menl,  liimily  enjoymciii,  and  foinily  iideclion ;  it  makes 
sad  work  with  diesr*,  and  with  every  thing  vvhiclt  is  love¬ 
ly  and  valutihlo.  1 1101*0  children  will  ri-iid  this. 

Children  are  taught  lo  leiize,  very  mtich  ns  they  are 
liiiight  to  cry.  With  all  his  little  wauls,  real  or  iiiiiigimi- 
ry,  the  child  riiiis  lo  his  mother.  Tliey  arc  mtitlers  of 
imiMirtaucp  lo  him.  He  vvuiils  a  detinite  and  decisive 
answer,  one  which  will  settle  lla*  queslion ;  and  his  mind 
will  be  on  tlie  ruck  till  he  Inis  il.  It  i.s  not  in  the  niunre 
of  the  child  to  (eel  otlierwL-e.  He  will  have  no  peace 
liim"<clf,  and  w  ill  Iherelore  give  his  iiiotlier  no  |ieacc,  till 
he  understands  and  knows  llnil  the  point  is  sclilril,  mid 
how  it  is  settled.  It'  you  give  him  no  uiiswer  nil  he  has 
spokegi  ten  times,  he  will  speak  ten  times  •,  and  liicn,  if 
lie  has  any  reason  lo  sns|>ecl  that  speaking  twenty  limes 
more  will  obtain  an  iuisvver  more  liivortilili*  lo  his  vv  i.-li- 
es,  lie  w  ills|)eak  twenty  limes  iiiore.  And  this  will  sihiii 
gnivv  into  n  Inibil.  But  give  him  an  un-vver  the  tiisl  lime 
he  s|M*uks,  and  lie  will  not  U-  obliged  to  speak  iIk*  second 
time  to  obuiiii  one  ;  and  never  niter  y  our  decision  lor  Ills 
leazing,  and  he  will  sotiiigivc  it  i.p,  as  of  110  use.  Voiir 
ati.svvcr  may  l«*  almo-l  any  thing.  Il  may  he,  “  IVail  ten 
minute.-,  and  then  1  will  leil  you  ;"  or  “  \\  uit  lilt  I  have 
done  this  piece  of  work."  lint  it  iniisl  lie  sontclhii  g  de- 
liiiite,  somcihing  which  Ihe  child  can  uiidcrslimd,  and 
vvhicli  lie  knows  will  not  be  uilcrc*d.  If  y  ou  liiive  lei- 
sure,  and  tlie  occasion  seems  ;i  projar  one,  you  may  let 
him  argue  his  ca-e  bc*fore  you  decide  il,  hut  not  nfler- 
wtinl.-.  Iiidei*d,  if  lie  lias  learned  by  experience,  tliitl 
your  decisions  tire  final,  he  will  .-eldoni,  if  ever,  alteiii(it 
It.  He  will  coiisiiler  1111  niisvver  us  an  answer.  Ills 
mind  will  lie  at  rest  on  thut  point,  mid  soon  find  some¬ 
thing  cl.se  with  vvliich  to  amuse  itself. 

Now,  mothers,  do  not  say  that  you  htive  not  lime  to 
answer  the  teipiests  of  your  elnidren  us  soon  ns  they  are 
made.
